The committee recommends legislative action to 
secure equal transportation privileges f o r - t h e independent dealers and to 
establish some central authority to compel a uniform and efficient, system 
of inspection.

His Brother's Wife 


and Himself 


WRENTHAM, May 31.—At 10 a, m. 


yesterday, ' while Memflfial day .exer-

Robert Bilder, aged 27 years, a Rus- 
sian, shot and killed his brother's wife, 
Mrs. John Bilder, aged 40, and then 
committed suicide by turning the re- 
volver upon himself, at the home of his 
brother on Myrtle street, .this town.

NEW YORK, May 31.—With 
three 


defendants eliminated but with interest

monument, the gift 
of Edwin Met-

People 


came from far and near and the day 
will go down as a memorable one in 
Wes'tford's history. It had all the fea- 
tures of an old home day as well as 
Memorial day. 


There was a deal of sentiment and 


no dearth of reminiscence In the event 
that attracted so many to Westford. 
The monument has been erected on a 
raised lot opposite, the village green, 
and opposite the building where 
the 


Wcstford men enlisted- for the Civil 
war. The monument is the gift of a 
boy whose father was the first to en- 
roll himself as a Westford volunteer 
and Westford can share her pride with 
father and son; proud of the 
father 


because, of his heroism and 
proud of 


the son because of his great success 


' in life and his undying love for his 


home town. Edwin Mctcalf is closing 
in on a half century of years and from 
a poor boy he has, by earnest 
effort 


found his way to such offices as rail- 
road president and bans director. He 
is president of a railroad, president of 
a robe company and director in two 
banks, in an Insurance company and 
in other corporations.

THE 
BOSTON MILK 
SITUATION 


The producers and the consumers nre the parties that suffer as a result 


of the milk controversy in.Boston. The investigation by a joint'committee 
of the legislature has thrown some light on Hie case, showing among other 
things that the whole business in Boston is in the hands of three concerns; 
that the system of transportation is controlled by the contractors to the 
exclusion of independent dealers; and that the price paid at present is 
enough to fully compensate the contractors and the producers for their 
la.hor and expenditure. 
The committee recommends legislative action to 


secure equal transportation privileges for the independent dealers and to 
establish some central authority to compel a uniform and efficient system 
of inspection. Tim committee has found that the inspection is bad both at 
the point of shipment and the point of distribution. There is room for 
improvement alon<r the^e lines, and if Ilie recommendations of the com- 
mittee be carried out. the people of Boston will gel better milk without any 
increase in the price.

Man Killed His Brother's Wife 


and Himself 


WRENTHAM, May 31.—At 10 a. m. 


yesterday, while Memorial day exer-' 


seE were being held In this town, 


Robert Bilder, aged 27 years, a Rus- 
sian, shot and killed his brother's wifo, 
Mrs. John Bilfler, aged 40, and then 
committed suicide, by turning the re- 
volver upon himself, at the home oC his 
brother on Myrtle street, this town.

graduated from Dartmouth college in 
1SC5 and at once entered business with 
his father and brothers who operated a 
fleet of twenty-eight vessels engaged 
In the import, and export 
trade. 
He 


was for many years active in Maine 
politics and upon his removal to Del- 
aware In 1S77-became a prominent fig- 


ure in the republican party In that 
state. 


In 1888 ho was ehosen one of 
the 


delegates at large to tho Chicago con- 
vention and was credited with solidi- 
fying Delaware delegations in the con- 
vention for Benjamin Harrison. In the 
same year Mr. Trent was an aspirant 
for election to the United States sen- 
ate, but was defeated by two votes and 
soon afterward removed to New York. 
Here he became a member of the. re- 
publican county committee and man- 
aged the local campaign In 1S!>5. 
He 


\vas an ardent supporter of McKinley 
for the presidency and soon after Mc- 
Kinley's election was 
appointed col- 


lector of internal revenue for the Wall 
street district, 
serving 
during 
the 


Spanish-American war. 
His appoint- 


ment as treasurer of the United States 
was made by Mr. Roosevelt in 1905. He 
is survived by his widow and

daughters.

The picturesque town of 
Westford 


was the scene of impressive 
dedica- 


tion exercises yesterday. The day was 
not as propitious as it 
might 
have 


been, but .the lowering clouda and an 
occasional sprinkling of rain did 
not 


suffice to dampen the 
enthusiasm of 


those who had gathered on the 
bill 


town to see unveiled the new soldiers' 
monument, the gift 
of "Edwin Met- 


calf of Auburn, Now York. 
People 


came from far and near and tho day 
will go down as a memorable one in 
Westford's history. It had all the fea- 
tures of an old home day as well as 
Memorial day. 


There was a deal of sentiment and 


no dearth of rominiscence in the event 
that attracted so many to 
Westford. 


The monument has been erected on a 
raised lot opposite the village 
green, 


and opposite the building where the 
Westford men enlisted for the Civil 
war. 
The monument is the gift of a 


boy whose father was the first to en- 
roll himself as a "Westford volunteer 
and "Westford can share her pride with 
father and eon; proud of the 
father 


because of, hie heroism and

of 
the son because of his great success 
In life and his undying love for his 
home town. Edwin Metcalf is closing 
in on a half century of years 'and from

THE 
BOSTON 
MILK 
SITUATION 


The producers and the consumers are the parties that suffer as a result 


of the milk controversy in Boston. 
The investigation by a joint committee 


of the legislature has thrown .some light on the case, showing among other 
things that the whole business in Boston is in the hands of three concerns; 
that the system of Iranpporlalion is controlled by the contractors to the 
exclusion of independent dealers, and that the price paid nt present is 
enough to fully compensate (he contractors and the producers for their 
labor and expenditure. 
The committee recommends legislative action to 


secure equal transportation privileges for the independent dealers nnd to 
establish some central authority to compel n uniform and efficient system 
of inspection. The commit tee has found that the inspection is bad both at 
the point of shipment and the point of distribution. 
There is room for 


improvement along these lines, and if the recommendations of the com- 
mittee be carried out the people of Boston will get better milk without any 
increase in the price. 


AGAINST 
POLITICAL PREACHING 


Governor Draper, in his address to the Unitarian association in Tre- 


mont Temple on Friday, made a point that will strike a responsive chord 
in the breast of everyone who makes any pretension, and who does not. to 
religious faith. He told the GOO Unitarians whom he addressed that he did 
not want political preaching on Sunday. 
His words on this subject were
